The Lords of the Committee of Privy Council for 
Trade have considered the Report of the Com: 
Customs, transmitted in your Letter of the Sth Instant, 
relative to the admiasion of British Goods as such into the 
Muoritiue from British Places in India, and their Lordshipa 
have directed me to atate to you their opinion, that altho? 
such Goods are importable into our West India Islands 
only from the United Kingdom or from some other British 
Possession in America; it does not seem that the Ma 
ius, which ie in a different Hemisphere, should be confined 

he same channely of supply. “The Legulature in 
this Regulation had the American Colonies only in 
ite mind, and it did by « subsequent enactinent declare, that 
the Regulations affecting those Colonies should also em- 

any such Regulations cen or 
mey be applied. To the application of this particulue 
Regulation, there is a strong geographical impediment, 
and the spirit of the Regulation should seem to require, 
that the Muuridus should stand in the same relution 
wards our Kastern Possessions, as Jamaicn stand: 
towards those in the West; that is to say, that British 
Manufactures should be received into the Mauritius from 
Calcutta upon the same terms as those upon which they 
are received into Jamaica from Uulifux. The Governor of 
the Mauritius appenta to have viewed this Regulation i 
this spirit, and in the exercise of his discretionary powers, ha 
bas for several years permitted the Importatione in question 
tobe male. The Lords of thin Committee are inerefore 
the lexs disposed to recommend the enforcement of the 
Law according to its express working, but consider that the 
reservation aa to the applicability of Regulations may with 
propriety be made use of so far as to admit British Produce 
or Manufactures ay such into the Mauritius from any cf the 
British Possessions within the limits of the Enst India 
Company’s Charter. I am accordingly to request that 
you will move the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’ 
‘Treasury to consider whether they will not he pleased to 
confirm the orders given by the Governor of the Mauritior, 
and to relieve the several Importera from the Bouds they 
have been required in the meanwhile to give.

“ATT of India, suspend for the period of three 
“years trom the date of your receipt of this Dis- 
“patch, the execution of the provisions of the 
* Act of 8d and 4th of William 4th, Cap. 85, 
“ Sec, 38, which enacts that the Territories nuw 
“ subject to the Government of the Presidency 
of Fort William in Bengal, shall be divided 
“into two distinct Presidencics, ene of such 
*¢ Presidenci which shall be included Fort 
“ William aforesaid, to be styled the Presidency 
“of Fort William in Bengal, and the other of 
« gach Presidencies to be styled the Presidency 
“of Agra.” 

In conformity with the above Instructions, the 
execution of the provisions of the Act of the 
third and fourth, William the Fourth, Chapter 85, 
so fur as taey relate to the creation of the Govern- 
ment of Agra and to the division of the Terri- 
tories formerly subject to the Government of the 
Presidency of Fort William into two distinct 
Prosidencies, is hereby suspended.
